aleigh, through hereto visit 
his family and frienda in N. C. Mr. 
Hill left his home in 1868 for a cruise, 
as sailor, declining the comforts and 
luxuries of home and relations fora 
wild and reckless career over the 


‘world, he ‘having first shipped ina 


merchantman for foreign ports. After 
au absence of four years he went to 
see his folks only remaining a few 
days. Then leaving, he visited nearly 
every place of note in the new and 
old world. About two years ago 
while at Valpuiraiso, Chili, he was 
taken with smatl-pox and confined 
several weeks. Owing to his not be- 
ing a Catholic he was sadly negiect- 


ed and came near dying. On recov- 


ering he again pl the seas till this 
year, and having arrived in New 
Tork from Calcutta, misfortun+ befel 
him and he found himself without 
money, when he sold his world’s 
possessions and accumulated twenty- 
five dollars with which he bouglita 
ticket through to Raleigh. Ali the 
time of his absence friends aud pa- 
rents knew nothing of his wherea- 
bovis, and he was toe proud to ask 
relief from them when in trouble.

Notwithstanding his 
educational talents he had no aspira- 
tions to promotion and would not 
have it. He is as independent asa

If the concurrent testimony of all 
who saw the Western Reserve is of 
value, the Catholic issue was of 
ureater influence in the Northern 
mart of the State than it was eyen 
sere.

To attribute the victory to 
the financial issue is simply to delude 
one’s self. Let this matter be looked 
fairiy in the face. It doesno to 
close the eyes to palpable facts. It is 
very doubtful if the Republicans 
would have carried the State had it 
not been for the Catholie issue. We 
think the Republicaus wer gaining 
ground on the currency question all 
thetime. Thelast three weeks of the 
cunvass were of great and decisive 
importance. Schurz’s s ‘h and 
W oodiord’s debate with Ewing were 
of great value to us. Had the dia- 
cussion been prolonged for two 
months we think tbe Republicans 
could have carried the State on the 
financial issue alone. But as thirgs 
were on the day of election—well, 
we are profoundly thankful that we 
had another reed to lean on.—Cin- 
cinnati Times, 16th (Republican).

After shooting 
and slashing the body adlibitum the 
murderer deliberately took his vices 
tim’s scalp and rode off unmolested, 
and no attempt has been made to ar- 
rest him. It isdiMficult toexplain ful- 
ly the origin and progress of the ven- 

etta. The trouble started in quar- 
rels about the ownership of stock, 
and as one murder begets another, 
matters have gone on from bad to 
worse until almost the entire popu- 
lation is actively engaged in prose- 
cuting the bloody feud. The gover- 
nor is appealed to, and unless State 
troops are stationed there at once, a 
worse state of affairsthan existed in 
De Witt county before that action 
was taken, may be expected.”’ 


Tus New Firry Cent Nores.— 
The new fifty cent fractional curren- 
cy notes will be ready for issue this 
week, the delay in their preparation 
having been caused by the rejection 
of badly printed b cks furnished by 
the Philadelphia contractor. There 
has been no issue of fifty cent notes 
since March last, in order that the 
old list, which has been counterfeit- 
ed considerably, might be retired be 
fore the new notes are issued.

THE COTTON CROP. 

A crop estimate for this year’s 
crop puts it at 3,850,000 bales. 
This is a guess work, but should not 
mislead any one into a calculation 


of high prices. Z'he money market ‘ 


is going to control the crop, and we 
know the condition of that now. 


Tue press in South Carolina are 
almost unanimous in recognizing 
the effects of a white coalilion by 
which the Charleston election was 
carried. So far as Charleston is 
concerned we cannot say nay. The 
whites there oceupy a peculiar posi- 
tion, and must fight their own bat- 
tles as emergencies prise. But as 
for North Carolina, the whites occu- 
py % position which ¢alls for no con- 
cession. They cannot afford to 
stoop. They are not called upon to 
do so. They will draw to them- 
selves all the elements of power and 
success without the need of stoop- 


ing to tho level of disgraceful com- 
promise. Let them stand firm. 


Moxry is brought as profusely to 
bear in Pennsylvania as upon Ohio. 
The money Kings do not hke to be 
whipped. ‘They have much to lose, 
and much to save. It isthe misfor- 
tune of isolated elections that special 
powers can be brought upen results, 
and the importance of such influ- 
ences can be realized sensibly in the 
cases of Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
We have had examples of it here in 
North Carolina when she stood 
alone, not only in the profuse dispo- 
sition of public money, but in the 
profuse disposition of public men. 

If we can work altogether, yet 
independently, all will go right. 
The popular heart is in the right 


place. Only let the purse of the 
money King be closed. 


We look with some interest to the 
responses made by the members of 
the late Convention to the call of 
their constituents. Doubtless they 
will be called on, and doubtiess they 
will answer. We think Democrats 
can face the call without a blush, for 
nothing that was proposed and pass- 
ed has atinge of shame upon it. 
What is omitted is due to the op- 
position of the other side, come here 
to oppose, and opposing from a kind 
of factious consistency. 

The record is made, and the 
Democratic party wil! pass in review 
as the party that demanded reform, 


that invited reform, and as far as 


was in its power, perfected reform. 


Turre is nothing to change the 
result in Ohio as given heretofore. 
Hayes is elected Governor by from 
4,000 to 5,000, and the whole Re- 
publican ticket is elected by ma- 
jorities less than Hayes, except 
Young for Lieutennnt-Governor, 
who defeats Cary by some 8,000— 
Cary being largely behind his ticket. 
The Legislature is largely Repub- 
lican in the House, and probably 
Republican in the Senate. Iowa last 
year gave 28,193 Republican ma- 
jority for Secretary of State, and now 
gives about the sume for Governor. 
The Legislature is of course largely 
Republican. Nebraska gave 12,403 
Republican majority last year for 
Governor, and now gives about 10,- 
000 for minor State officers.

INDEBTEDNESS OF RALEIGH. 
The debt of the city must be fund- 
ed. It should oceur to every tax- 
payer, every holder of scrip, that it 
should come tothis. The total debt 
of the city appears, from a report of 
committee to examine the financial 
condition of the city, to be some- 
what upwards of $148,000. These 
are figures, now come down to facts. 
There is a floatiug debt of $98,000, 
and the credit of the city hangs up- 
on the uncertainty of meeting its 
obligations. Now let the eity agree 
to fund. A certainty is fixed. A 
value of its credit is established, and 
the city will thence go onwards as & 
co-operation with a clear road, and 
with some character. It will, or it 
ought to, save to the citizens six 


| 


or eight thousand dollars a year. 


Eprrortauty, we have had little to 
say about the business of Raleigh. 
Yet we may be excused in referring 
to the immense stride our city is 
making as a cotton market. The 
streets devoted to the cotton trade 
are thronged from morning till 
night, and the weekly receipts now 
run up to about three thousand 
bales. Looking back to a time when 
Raleigh was no market at all, when 
the yearly receipts did not reach a 
thousand bales, it is a sourceof pride, 
that not only bas the city come into 
the possession of a trade of 40,000 
bales a year, but that her prices 
average higher and her grades are 
better sustained than in any place 
in the State. 

Raleigh should not stop here.- 
She should enter on the work of 
manufacturing, and utilize to ber 
own profit, what is made at her 


own doors and sent abroad to the 
cmolument of others. 


Tur Mobile Register has some re- 
marks strong, true, yet strange and 
striking upon the idea of a general 
expatiation of the negro race. It 
suggests ideas somewhat inimical of 
those motives of an advanced god- 
liness in the race which prevails 
somewhere. It even insinuates the 
ideas that if itis cheaper to hunt 
wild chickens than to steal tame 
ones, why let the tribe emigrate. 
We did hear in the late Convention 
that bright and sbining light from 
New Hanover oppose a certain or- 
dinance upon the ground that all 
his people would be embraced under 
its provisions as “chicken thieves,” 
beeause that peculiarity was a 
weakness of the race. We never 
have doue the negrothat amount of 
injustice. We do not wish to ex- 
patiate him. He will do better here 
than in Africa, both for himself and 
for the race with which he is so as- 
sociated. Only let him be honest, 
eschew politics, and sever himself 


irom a bondage which is more gall- 
ing than that of the slavery of two 
centuries. 


FAIRS, 

The encouragement made by ex- 
hibitors during this season to Fairs 
shows a most gratifying advance in 
the purpose of the South to help 
itself. Mechancial improvement 
takes a leading part. Years ago, it 
was rudely thrust aside as a degrad- 
ation. 7 he revolving pistol, the in- 
vention of a Newbern artisan, was 
repelied with contempt, and left to 
be developed by a northern man for 
fame and for fortune. The Gatling 
gun, reproduced in Europe as the 
mitrailleuse, had a Nurth Carolina 
origin, but with the same blindness 
to true interest, it was suffered to

In fact, until the present moment, it 
has seemed to be the policy of North 
Carolina to ignore everything like 
home domestic mechanical talent. 
And what is true of North Carolina, 
has been true of the whole South 


until now, when there is a general 
awaking up. It is the road to real 
independence. It must be followed 
up. 


‘OLD CUstToMs., | 

Oid countries have old customs 
that they never lose sight of. Some 
of them originated in remote antiq- 
uity, under an order of things long 
passed away. Such customs have 
survived those conditions of society 
out of which they grew, and seem 
almost grotesque and ridiculous at 
the present time. Others, founded 
on human nature and on those prin- 
ciples of social and political life that 
never change, seem as appropriate 
to-day as they were centuries ago.

The Several Justices 
of the Peace shall have jurisdiction, 
under such regulations as the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall prescribe of civil 
actiens founded on contract wherein 
ihe sum demanded shall pot exceed 
two hundred dottars, and wherein 
the title to real estate shall not be in 
coutroversy ; and ofall criminal mat- 
ters arising within their counties 
Where the punishment cannot ex- 
ceeita fiue of fifty dollars or impris- 
onment for thirty days. And the 
General Assembly may give to 
Justices of the Peace jurisdiction of 


other civil actions, wherein the 
value of the property in con- 
troversy does hol exceed 
fifty dollars. When an issue of 


fact shall be found before a Justice, 
on demand of either party thereto he 
shall cause a jury of six men to be 
summoned who shalltry the same. 
The party against whom judgment 
shall be reudered in any civil action 
thay appeal to the Superior Court 
from the same. tu all cases of crimi- 
nalaction, the party against whom 
judgment is given may appeal to the 
Superior Court, Where the matter 
Shail be heard anew. In all ceses 
brought before a Justice, he shall 
make arecord of the proceedings, 
aud file the sume with the Clerk of 
the Superior Court for his county.

The foregoing provision for impris- 
Onment with hard labor shall be con- 
strued to authorize the employment 
of such convict labor on public 
works, or highways, or other labor 
for public benefit, and the farming 
out thereof Where and in such man- 
ner as may be provided by law;but no 
convict shall be farmed out who has 
been sentenced on a charge of mur- 
der, mauslnughter, rape, attempt to 
commit rape, or arson.
